lows; Id killed in action, 9 died of 
wounds, 4 from disease, 1 in an aero­ 
plane accident, 3 from accident and 
other causes, 137 were wounded se­ 
verely, 11 were wounded (degree urn 
determined). 4 were reported as miss­ 
ing in action 
The list wak headed by the ñamen 
of seven officers. 
Private James Smith, Sargent. Ga . 
was listed as died of wounds; Private

The officer was shot 
down tms 
morning at 3 o'clock when he went 
to the home of Robertson's father, 
near Athens, to affect his arrest. laate 
yesterday the negro had attacked Ed 
Beaaley. a white farmer, with an axe, 
at the Island. It was for this offense, 
that he was being sought. 
Mr. Eubanks was accompanied by 
Otto 
Coleman, 
Hector 
Legg. 
Bob 
Thomas and Roy Thomas. ’As the 
officer stepped inside, the negro fired 
at him in close range with a double 
barreled shat gun. 
Both 
charges 
landed in 
Eubanks chest and he 
dropped dead In his tracks. The ne­ 
gro then ran out the back door and 
was fired on by Roy Thomas but it 
Is not thought that he was Injured. 
He made good his escape. 
Members of the deputy’s posse then 
returned to Athens and sounded the 
alarm, and men of all ranks and sta­ 
tions armed themselves and set out 
In pursuit of Robertson, who 
had 
taken advantage of a good start. 
Every inch of ground was inspected 
closely, as the crowd systematically 
proceeded with the man hunt. 
Popular Officer. 
Deputy Kubanka, who was killed, 
wss a popular officer and the news of 
his assassination spread like wild fire 
and aroused great indignation.

V officer was n candidate for sheriff in 
the August primary. 
He was about 
88 years of age and is survived by 
s wife and two small children.

The news from Cincinnati as pub­ 
lished yesterday In the shape of a 
telegram to President Morrill, of the 
Daca tur Rooster club that additional

The Germans have lost more ground on the field of their latest offen­ 
sive (the Montdidier-Oise river zone), but gained slightly on the Aisne- 
Marne front. 
Developments of the past 24 hours: 
The French by a brilliant assault 
m the western flaqk of the Montdider-Oiee salient drove the Teutons back 
across the Mate, recapturing important ground around Croix-Ricard and 
the village of Melicocq. 
2—Too exhausted to attack, the German armies 
holding the western wing of the salient in the center are resting upon their 
arms. The French, utilizing the breathing space, are linking up their new­ 
ly won positions. 3—Violent fighting raged along the northern half of the 
Aisne-Marne front, the Germans gaining a foothold in the villages of 
Couvres-Et-Zalery and St. Pierre-Aiglc. 
4—Furious efforts were made by 
the Germans on the southern end of the Aisne-Marne front to dislodge th« 
Americans from Bel lea u wood and Bouresches. hut the assaults broke down 
under the withering assaults of the Americans. The Germans did not gain 
an inch of ground. 
The fifth day of the new German offensive finds it wrecked upon the 
locks of French resistance.

The rumor that ten sticks of dyna­ 
mite were found in the coal tender of 
the Idg mogul which pulled the sec­ 
ond troop train which passed through 
the Twin Ulties yesterday was con­ 
firmed today by H. J. Jones, special 
agent of the Louisville k Nashville 
railroad, who, together with W. A. 
Wilhite, bridge gang foreman, took 
citante of the high explosive when the 
special reached the local yards. One 
-tick of dynamite was exploded by 
Mr. Wilhite as a test. 
W. A. Van Hooter, at the throttle of 
Engine 1309. which pulltd the special, 
advanced the opinion that the dyna­ 
mite was thrown into the tender at 
Montgomery, where the train coaled, 
it was found sixty miles north of the 
state capital and was discovered sim­ 
ultaneously by engineer and fireman.

MIGHTY BATTLE RAGE8 
ALONG 73-MILE FRONT,

Paris, June 13.—A mighty battle is 
raging along a 75-mUe trout from 
Montdidier on the Picardy plains to 
Chateau Thierry on the Marne river. 


The French advanced on both flanks, 
but the Germana were able to make 
a small gain in the center. The Ger 
mans are making desperate efforts be 
tween Montdidier and the Oise river 
where the huge Teuton offensive was 
launched last Sunday to retapture 
rrom the French important ground 
gained on Monday and Tuesday 
The

A voluntary withdrawal was carried 
out by the French east of the Oise 
river.

The fuses to the five sticks of dyna­ 
mite which were shoveled up by the 
firemen were attached at three places. 
They were fastened at the end of the 
stick, then looped and fastened nearer 
the cap. then looped again and ex­ 
tended onto the cap 
The fuse is not 
"attached thug securely to dynamite 
used In ordinary, mining work, it was 
stated here today. 
This strengthens 
the impression that the explosive was 
deliberately thrown into the tender 
and was not carelessly left in the coal 
by a minor 
The fuses of the remain­ 
ing five sticks had worked off. 
Dynamite wtlf not explode from 
heat, but must be fired by a cap or 
exploded by a Jar.

I wish I could make clear how 
deeply I am impressed with what Itt* 
tie I’ve seen of France. It is not only 
i beautiful country, but the wonderful 
spirit and courage of these French 
people makes it easy to understand 
how and why they’ve put up such a 
brave fight. 
“ You see no evidence of sorrow; 
but, instead, all are going about their 
business in the most cheeerful man­ 
ner. 
You see no young men around 
and the great majority of the old men 
have all been to the front and done 
their bit. They don’t seem to get too 
old to fight for France. 
It is all truly 
wonderful, and it has made the deep­ 
est impression on our men. 
Street Urchins Salute. 
Yesterday I passed 
a crowd of 
dirty little street urchins, none of 
them older than 10 years, and to se# 
those little rascals salute, makes you 
glad that you are here to fight for 
their liberty. 
“We are ram ped for , a day or so 
in barracks that were buflt by Na­ 
poleon, and It’s beyond me to de­ 
scribe to you the quaintness of tt all. 
We will leave here most likely tomor- 
mor for ‘Somewhere else In France.’ 
In camp here at this town are a num ­ 
ber of negro troops and sitting at the 
piano here In the Y. M. C. A. hut is a 
real ‘sho nuff nigger’ playing

piano in real ‘nigger’ fashion,
